A, Yt cannot be directly proved thar there is any 
Order of zhe Apoftles for changing the Sabbath 
from the Seventh to the Firft Day of the Week. 
But tho’ there is no Order, there is at leat the Ap- 
Probation of the Apoftle Sr. Paw/, of keeping it 
On that Day as then ufedin the Church. For 
1 Cor, 16, 1, 2. gives Order to the Corinthians to 
make their Collections on the firft Day of the 
Weck, as he had likewife ordered the Churches of 
G. atia. Now it was the Cuftom of the Jews, as 
¢fcprus and Pbilo obferve, to make Collections e- 
very Sabbatl.D+y. And therefore the Apoftle by 
ordering thefe Colleétions on the firft Day of the 
Week, did in effe& approve of the Peoples Pub- 
Hick flembling together for the Worfhip of God 
Or that Day. Befides we find this Day Religiou!- 
ly cbferved by the Apoftles from the very ‘Time 
of Carift’s Refurrection, by theif Meeting rogecher 
for Holy pur pofes, and to perform Religious Du- 
tes, Indeed their firt Obfervation of it feems co 


have been performed Providentially, and rather by 
the Defign of God than any Intention of their own, 
fince it was the Fear of the Jems that was the 
Caule of their coming together, Foi 20, 193 
The Second Obfervation of ,it was Voiuntary for 
after Eight Days the Difciples were within, and Tho» 
mas with them, John 20, 26. Again, when che Day 
of Pentecoft was fully come, which was alfo the iirft 
Day of the Week, they were all with one Accord in 
one Place at which Time the Holy Ghoft Defcend- 
ed Vifibly upon them. The fame Practice of 
Meciing together we find continued a long time 
after, For upon ibe fift Day of the Week, when 
the Dijciples came togerher tv break Bread, Paul 
Preached unto them, Ads 20. 7. And from this 
Conftant Pradtice of the Apoftles in thus Honor- 
ing the Day of our Saviour’s Refurrection and of 
his farther Sanctitying ic by fending down to them 
the Holy Ghoft, the firft Day of the Week came 
to have the Name of the Lord’s-Day, for fo it is 
called by St. Fobn, who fays of himfelf in the Re- 
velation, Iwas in the Spirit on the Lord’s-Day.

| ‘HE Advices from the Camp at lVsilers- 
Bruiin, Jily the 31ft, are that on Sunday 
laft the Trenches were opened before Be- 
thune atthe Attack of General Schulemberg near 
the Inundation and carried on with a great deal of 
Succefs ; That the next the Princes of Savoy and 
farlboronhh went to view the approaches, and 
obferving there nor Workmen enough for carrying 
on the Works with as much difpatch as they with 
ed, their Highneffes Detatch’d2500 Mento Rein- 
force the Siege ; That they had Advice the French 
Army was in Motion, whereapon the Duke of 
Mariboiough went out with a Detachment to know 
the Truch of it, and found thac they were March- 
ing towards Avene la Comte, upon which the Bo. 
dy of Troops of the Prince of Heffe at Lens was 
ordered «oO join them, and Ordets were likewife 
given for drawing 10 Squadrons and 12 Batahons 
from the Siege fur the Reinforcing the Army, and 
that by the Enemies Mouon the next Day they 
woud know whether it were their Intention to 
give them Bartle or not, They Write from Livo. 
nia, that the Garrifon of Riga Marched out the 
18th, paft with all Marks of Honor and 8 Pieces 
of Cannon to be Couducted to Revel and thence 
Imbarkd for Stockholm: From Vienna, they 
Write that the Le:ters from Conftantinople, Ad- 
vife, That the Minifters of that Court, who E(- 
poufe the Interefts of the Kirg of Sweden, procur 
ed the Grand Vifier to be Depofed the 18th paft, 
and one of the Family Kinperli to be put in his 
Room, 


London, July the 26th, Admiral Aylmer, Sailed 
the 21ft paft from Portland Road to the Weft- 


ward,
